Salvation? 
(Hopeful.) 
Answer. — The 
Bible does clearly 
teach th a t because of the disobedience 
of Adam the judgm ent of death came 
upon all, and th a t it is the will ot God 
th a t all men shall be saved and brought 
to a knowledge of the Truth (Romans 
5:12-19; I Timothy 2:3-G). The death of 
Jesus w as for the benefit of all men; 
as wre read, “Jesus Christ, by the grace 
of God, tasted death for every man.” 
Thus we see th at the redemption of 
the hum an race is universal, and that 
the coming to a knowledge of the 
Truth of w hat the Lord has done for 
mankind will be universal, and the 
purpose of this is th at all may have 
one fair trial for eternal life. 
But 
there the universal feature ceases, be­ 
cause eternal salvation is promised 
only to the “willing aud obedient.” In 
the present Age the Church is on trial, 
aud tho willingly obedient ones will 
have eternal life; as we read, “Be thou 
faithful unto death and I will give thee 
a crown of life.” During the reign of

Q.— In 1 Peter 4:6 we read that the 
Gospel was preached

dead; Isaiah 38:18 says: “They th a t go 
clown into the pit, cannot hope for thy 
truth." 
Can 
you 
harmonize 
these 
texts? 
(E. A. E.) 
Answer.—The Scriptures do not apply 
the word “dead” exclusively to those 
who are in their graves. 
The whole 
world is dead “in trespasses and sins” 
'Ephesians 2:1), and Jesus said to one 
who desired to be a disciple: “Let the 
dead bury the dead” (Luke 9:00). Man­ 
kind are all dead in the sight of God. 
being under condemnation in Adam. 
The Lord’s own people are also dead. 
Though alive uuto God, they are dead 
to the world, to sin, and to them ­ 
selves. 
They are “buried with Christ 
by baptism into death,” “planted to­ 
gether in the likeness of his death” 
(Romans G:4, 5). and the Apostle de­ 
clares in Colossians 3:3: “Ye are dead, 
and your life is hid w ith Christ in 
God.” 
It is to the latter class Peter 
refers in the above passage. The Gos­ 
pel has been preached to them that 
are dead, so th at while the w’orld 
judges them as in the flesh, like other 
men, the Lord judges them in the spir­ 
it-according to the intention and de­ 
sire of their hearts. 
Isaiah 3S:1S is 
part of H ezekiah’s prayer of thanks 
when he recovered from bis sickness. 
Those in the grave have no hope. 
In 
that very day th at m an’s breath goeth 
forth “his thoughts perish” (Psalm 
140:4). 
There is no “work, nor de­ 
vice, nor knowledge, nor wisdom in 
the grave” (Bsslesiastes 9:10). 
The 
dead are asleep, unconscious. 
Though 
the living have hope on their behalf, 
and may understand and delight in the 
truth as God is pleased to unfold it 
the dead “know not anything” (Ec­ 
clesiastes 9:5). 
If it were true that 
God tortures bis enemies eternally, the 
atrocities of the dark acres m ight be 
laude*! as suprem e m anifestations cf 
Christian virtue. 


Q.— Why is it that quite good people 
are great sufferers, invalids, etc. Who is 
responsible for all the distress and s u f­ 
fering in the earth? 
(L, L.) 
Answer—No difficulty more frequent­ 
ly presents itself to the inquiring mind 
than this. 
Certainly God is not re­ 
sponsible, for he is a God of love- mer­ 
ciful and gracious, long-suffering, kind 
even to t^ie unthankful, abundant in 
goodness and truth. 
The guilt lies at 
Satan’s door. 
He is the god of this 
world, God having permitted him, for 
wise 
reasons, 
to 
usurp 
authority.’ 
Through Satan’s temptation Adam fell, 
wa# sentenced to death, abd so death 
passel 
nl1 because iii him all 
have sinned (Romans 5:12, margin). 
Suffering and pain are concomitants of 
cl eat1 Ii. and because all are involved in 
condemnation to death, these have 
passed upon all, good and bad alike. 
“The fathers have eaten a sour grape, 
and the children's teeth are set on 
edge” (Ezekiel 10:2). 
Many aggravate 
their sufferings through their own sin. 
and bring additional pain on others. 
But death and sorrow are the lot of all 
through heredity. 
God has provided, 
through the death of his Son, for a 
release from the grave for all who 
have suffered through Adam. 
“ As in 
Adam all die. even so in Christ shall 
all he made alive” (I Corinthians 
15:22). 
Before the promised return 
from the grave takes place the King­ 
dom of Christ will be established, and 
Satan will be bound. 
Then it will be 
possible for all to realize the wisdom 
of God in permitting the long reign of 
evil. 
It will be observed how suffer­ 
ing has been useful in the formation 
of character, iii restraining from fur­ 
ther wickedness, and iii showing the 
intense sinfulness and hatefulness of 
sin.

verses IS and 19, “As by the offence of 
one. judgm ent came upon all men to 
condemnation; even so, by the right­ 
eousness of one, the free gift came 
upon all men unto justification of life.

Dec. LO.— Fire 
destroyed virtually the main plant of 
the Edison company here last night, 
causing damage estimated at nearly 
$7,000,000, with insurance 
that it is 
expected will reduce the loss to ap­ 
proximately $5,00,000. 
An entire square block of modern 
reinforced concrete buildings, which 
wore supposed to be fireproof, 
were 
burned out. 
\ 
The only building 
saved 
was 
the 
laboratory, containing 
valuable sci­ 
entific machinery, under 
the imme­ 
diate superintendency of the 
Inven­ 
tor, Thomas A. Edison. 
Special 
ef­ 
forts made to 
save 
this structure 
were successful. 
It is estimated 
that 
about 3.000 
men and women will be temporarily 
thrown out of work 
because of the 
fire. 


In all, about 7,000 
persons 
were 
employed at the plant, 
but 
as tho 
storage battery* building' across 
the 
street from 
the 
main 
plant 
wa- 
saved, with ether buildings near by, 
it will bo possible 
to 
keep 
mop* 
than half the force employed. 
Four firemen were injured in fight­ 
ing the blaze and were taken to a 
hospital, hut are not 
thought 
to ho 
seriously hurt. 
“Although I am more than 67 years 
of age. I’ll start all over again 
to­ 
morrow,” said Mr. Edison last night. 
“I am pretty well 
burned 
out to­ 
night, but tomorrow there will be a 
mobilization here 
and 
the 
debris 
w iii be cleared away if it is cooled 
sufficiently, and I 
will

right to 
work to reconstruct the plant.”

Many 
of the bishops, according to church 
history, neglected to follow' Hie ex­ 
ample of Jesus and the apostles, and 
became lords, 
dignitaries 
iii 
the 
church, seeking to impress the world­ 
ly, especially the rulers, with their 
importance. 
In the year 330 A. D., under the pat­ 
ronage of the Emperor Constantine, 
all Christians who acknowledged the 
Nicenq. Creed were not only protected 
but honored, the emperor seeking to 
strengthen his political powder there­ 
by. By his order the bishop of Rome 
was granted special honor as a chief 
amongst the bishops, this also suiting 
the emperor’s plans of making Rome 
the center of both political and re­ 
ligious influence. 
In the century^fol- 
lowlng, the power of the bishops was 
greatly increased bv 
various 
false 
doctrines which gradually 
crept 
in. 
The doctrine of the fiery Hell of tor­ 
ture was one of these, folowed later 
by a theory that members of the 
Church would never be sent to it, but 
instead to Purgatory, the tortures of 
which w’ould furnish them a second 
Chance fm* purification and prepara­ 
tion for Heaven. 
The clergy gradually grasped more 
and more of power and money for ser­ 
vices in this world and beyond. Every

would be valid. Those married other­ 
wise would be living 
in 
sin, 
I he 
theory of infant damnation made the 
ministers additionally 
necessary 
to 
sprinkle the babes, to preserve them 
from eternal torture.

Rites and cer­

by ignorance and superstition within

by the way obtainable through the of­ 
fice of Mass. 
I am discussing the church of Rome 
only, because for a time there was no 
other. Indeed, for a time it was dan­ 
gerous to even suggest another. The 
pope and College of Cardinals, repre­ 
senting the Almighty, instructed the 
people who should be their kings aud 
princes; aud, as a matter of course, 
they were instructed to be obedient 
only to such as recognized the papal 
power, and they were absolved from 
obedience to others. 
Thus 
the 
separation 
amongst 
Christ’s followers of clergy' and laity 
was established for centuries before 
the Protestant denominations of to­ 
day were born. 
It was but natural 
that the Protestants should more or 
less copy the practices and many of 
the doctrines with which

been familiar from childhood.

Protestants are much confused re­ 
specting the papal claim that Christ’s 
Kingdom has been set up. 
They, of 
course, deny that

Nevertheless, 
they have followed Papacy’s lead in 
telling earthly kingdoms and rulers 
that they are part and 
parcel 
of 
Christ’s 
Kingdom —“Christendom.” 
They send their chaplains with the 
armies and navies of these kingdoms. 
They receive financial support and 
recognition from them, and call upon

princes, nobles, financiers, politicians, 
etc.

Presbyterians, etc.; nor de the others 
recognize each the Baptist ordination. 
lf a preacher goes from one denomin­ 
ation to another, is is not requisite 
that he change his mind at all respect­ 
ing the creeds, 
however 
different, 
but it is necessary that he 
be 
re­ 
ordained by the denomination which 
he enters. 
As I refuse to be identi­ 
fied 
with 
any 
of 
these 
earthly 
churches, I, of course, do not wish an 
ordination or an auhority to preach 
from any of them. 
The Only One True Church. 
Nothing in the Bible gives author­ 
ity for the organization of any of 
these churches. 
The church 
which 
Jesus founded and of 
which 
the 
apostles w’ere the inspired teachers, 
is scripturally declared to be 
“the 
Church of the 
First-borns.” 
This 
church is joined only 
upon 
God’s 
terms, and the names are written or 
blotted out only 
by the Redeemer 
Himself. 
On its roll-call, we doubt 
not, there are members of all denom­ 
inations; but their earthly member­ 
ship, contrary to the Scriptures, does 
not promote them in the Lord’s es­ 
teem; but, on the contrary, they are 
hindered thereby. 
According to the 
Bible, 
whoever 
joins the church of Christ does so by 
joining Christ Himself—by surrender­ 
ing his will to the Master—by becom-* 
ing His pupil and follower—by exer­ 
cising faith in Him—by being begot­ 
ten of tile Holy Spirit—by cultivating 
the fruits and graces of that spirit— 
by thus being made ready for the in­ 
heritance of the saints—the Millennial 
Kingdom. 
These, as the Apostle de­ 
clares, are children of God and, if 
children, then heirs—heirs of God and 
joint-heirs with Jesus 
Christ 
their 
Lord, if so he that they suffer with 
Him, that they may be also glorified 
together—in His Kingdom, now’ soon 
to be manifested.—Romans 8:17. 
The Church of Christ, according to 
the Bible, has an earthly association, 
but it is not a bondage. 
It has no 
creed but the Bible. 
All of its mem­ 
bers are brethren. None of them are 
lords. None of them are of tile clergy 
class. 
None lord it over God’s her­ 
itage. 
In their voluntary association 
I as brethren some are recognized as 


of the Holy Spirit assisting them in 
the service of the Ecclesia. 
There 
are also deacons. qp servants in the 
Ecclesia, who especially 
attend 
to 
other matters. 
There are also, re­ 
cording to the Scripture, some 
who 
may be recognized as 
pastors. *or 
shepherds of the flock, 
under 
the 
great Chief Shepherd and Bishop of 
Vtheir souls, the Lord Jesus Christ. 
So far from separating God’s peo­ 
ple into clergy and laity, the Scrip­ 
tures insist that only One 
is 
the 
Master, that all others of the Lord’s 
people are brethren. 
They are all 
ordained of God to be Divine ambas­ 
sadors, to sp^ak forth the Word of 
God as they have talent and oppor­ 
tunity. The qualifying ordination set 
forth in the Scriptures is that they 
shall have received the begetting of 
the Holy Spirit. 
This is said to be 
“an unction from the Holy One”—an 
anointing. 
This is typified in the holy anoint­ 
ing oil used by the Jewish high priest. 
As that anointing was poured upon 
the head of the priest and ran down 
to the skirts of his garment, so in 
antitype the anointing of all the mem­ 
bers of the true church took place 
in the person oi the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was anointed of the Father to 
be the Bishop of our souls, to be the 
Head of the church which 
is 
the 
Royal Priest. 
His 
ordaining 
and 
anointing is the one w’hich extends to 
all the -members of His Church, giv­ 
ing the humblest of the Lord’s people 
full ordination of God to speak His 
Word in His name and to expound 
the same to the extent of his talents 
and opportunities.

Me must depend in every 
ime of national peril, in the future 
as in the past, not upon a standing 
arm j, nor vet upon a reserve army, 
nit upon a citizenry trained and ac­ 
customed to arms, 
it will he right 
enough, right American policy, based 
upon our accustomed principles and 
practices, 
to 
provide a system by 
which every citizen w'ho will volun­ 
teer for the training may be made 
familiar with the 
use 
of 
modern 
arms, the rudiments of drill and ma­ 
neuver, and the maintenance and san­ 
itation of camps. 
\V$f ’should en­ 
courage such training and make it 
a means of discipline W'hich our young 
men will learn to value. 
It is right 
that we should provide it not only, 
but that should make it as attractive 
as possible, and so induce our young 
men to undergo it at such times as 
they can command a little freedom 
and can seek the physical develop­ 
ment they need, for mere health’s 
sake, if for nothing more. 
Every 
means by w'hich such things can be 
stimulated is legitimate, and such a 
method 
smacks 
of true American 
ideas. 
\ 
“It is right, too, that the National 
Guard of the states should be devel­ 
oped 
and 
strengthened 
by every 
means which is not inconsistent with 
our obligations to our own people or 
wi^h the established policy of our gov­ 
ernment. And this, also, not because 
the time or occasion specially calls 
for such measures, but because it 
should be our constant policy to make 
these provisions 
for 
our 
national 
peace and safety. 
“More than this carries with it a 
reversal of the w'hole history and 
character of our policy. 
More than 
this, proposed at this time, permit me 
to say, would mean merely that we 
had lost our self-possession, that we 
bad been thrown off our balance by 
a w ar with which we have nothing to 
do, whose causes cannot touch us, 
whose very existence affords us op­ 
portunities of friendship and disin­ 
terested service which should make 
us ashamed of any thought of hos­ 
tility or fearful preparation for trou­ 
ble.* This is assuredly the opportu­ 
nity for wrhich a people and a gov­ 
ernment like ourselves were raised 
up, the opportunity not only to speak 
but actually to embody and exemplify 
the counsels of peace and amity and 
the lasting concord which is based on 
justice and fair and generous dealing. 
“A powerful navy w’e have alw'ays 
regarded as our proper and natural 
means of defense; and it has always 
been of defense that wre have thought, 
never of aggression or of conquest. 
But who shall tell us now' what sort 
of navy to build? We shall take leave 
to be strong upon the seas. in the 
future as in the past, and there will 
be no thought of offense or of provo­ 
cation in that. 
Our ships are our 
natural bulwarks. When will the ex­ 
perts tell us just what kind we should 
construct—and when will 
they 
be 
right for ten years together, if the 
relative efficiency of craft of differ­ 
ent kinds and 
uses 
continues 
to 
change as we have seen it change 
under our very eyes in these last few 
months? 
“But I turn away from the subject. 
It is not new'. There is no new need 
to discuss it. We shall not alter our 
attitude towrard 
it 
because 
some 
amongst us are nervous and excited. 
We shall easily and sensibly agree 
upon a policy of defense. 
The ques­ 
tion has not changed its aspects be­ 
cause the times are not normal. Our 
policy will not be for an occasion. 
It will be conceived as a permanent 
and settled thing, which we will pur­ 
sue at all seasons, without haste and 
after a fashion perfectly consistent 
with the peace of the world, the abid­ 
ing friendship of states, and the un­ 
hampered freedom of all with whom 
we deal. 
Let there be no miscon­ 
ception. 
The country has been mis­ 
informed. 
We have not been negli­ 
gent of national defense. We are not 
unmindful of the great responsibility 
resting upon us. We shall learn and 
profit by the lesson of every experi­ 
ence and every new' circumstance; 
and what is needed will be adequate­ 
ly done.” 
To peace in Europe the president 
referred briefly. 
“We are the cham­ 
pions of peace and of concord,” he 
said. 
“And we should be very jeal­ 
ous of this distinction which we have 
sought to farm Just now we should 
be particularly jealous of it because

Governments grow', piecemeal, both 
in their tasks and in the means 
by 
w'hich those tasks are to be perform­ 
ed, and very 
few' 
governments are 
organized, I venture to say* as wise 
end experienced business men would 
organize them if they had 
a clean 
sheet of paper to write upon. 
Cer­ 
tainly the government of the United 
States is not. I think that, it is gen­ 
erally agreed that there should be a 
systematic reorganization 
and reas­ 
sembling of its parts, so as to secure 
greater efficiency and 
effect consid­ 
erable savings in expense. 
But the 
amount of money saved in that way 
would, I believe, 
though 
no doubt 
Considerable in itself, running, it may 
be into the millions, 
be 
relatively 
small—small, I mean, in proportion 
to the total necessary outlays of the 
government. 
It would be thoroughly 
worth 
effecting, 
as 
every 
saving 
would, great or small. 
Our duty is 
not altered by the scale of the sav­ 
ing. But my point is that the people 
of the United States do not wish to 
curtail the activities of 
the govern­ 
ment; they wish, rather, to enlarge 
them ; and with every enlargement, 
with the mere growth, indeed, pf the 
country itself, there 
must come, of 
course, the inevitable increase of ex-1 
pense. The sort of economy w’e ought 
to practice may be effected, and ought 
tQ be effected, by a careful study and 
assessment of the tasks to be per­ 
fum ed; aud the money spent ought 
to bp made to yield the best possible 
returns in 
efficiency 
and 
achieve­ 
ment. And, like good stewards, 
we 
should so account for every dollar of 
our appropriations as to make it per­ 
fectly evident what it was spent for 
and w'hat way it was spent 
“It is not expenditure but extrava­ 
gance that we 
should 
fear 
being 
criticised for; not paying for the le­ 
gitimate enterprises; 
and undertak­ 
ings of a 
great 
government whose 
people command what 
it should do, 
but adding w'hat will benefit only a 
few, or pouring money out for what 
need not have been 
undertaken at 
all or might have been postponed or 
better and more economically 
con­ 
ceived and carried out. The nation is 
not niggardly; it is 
very generous. 
It will chide us only if we forget for 
whom wre pay money out and whose 
money it is we pay. These are large 
and general standards, but they are 
not difficult of 
application 
to par­ 
ticular cases.’* 
Chosing, he said: 
“I close as I began, reminding you of 
the great tasks and duties of peace 
which challenge our best powers and 
invite us to build what will last, the 
tasks to which wre can address our­ 
selves now and 
at 
all times with 
free hearted zest and with all the fin­ 
est gifts of constructive wisdom w’e 
possess. To develop our life and our 
resources; to supply our own people,

hospital must turn over money, jew­ 
elry, clothing and other valuables to 
the head nurse, who 
will give am 
tliorized receipt for same and will 
lie responsible for the safe return of 
same to owner on his discharge. 
9. Head nurse shall render a state­ 
ment of the financial affairs of the 
hospital at each monthly meeting of 
the board on the first Thursday in 
each month. 
10. The hospital shall be open each 
week day from 2 to 5 o’clock for vis­ 
itors. 
Sedalia and Pettis county jointly,

tion, ought to have a large and well 
equipped 
general 
hospital building 
that would not only serve the needs 
of such an 
institution 
for Central 
Missouri, but would he 
a credit to

True, we are better situated In 
this 
respect that many 
other cities and 
towns, having 
besides 
the 
institu­ 
tion above 
described 
the 
splendid 
Maywood hospital and the M., K. & 
T railroad hospital, but all thought­ 
ful persons recognize the need of a 
general hospital, and 
all 
will con­ 
cede that the institution I have just 
described does 
not, 
and 
can not. 
measure up to the needs of such an 
institution. Possibly in the not dis­ 
tant future our city and county au­ 
thorities, acting in conjunction, may 
be able to formulate plans for the 
consummation of such a project.

"A prophet is not without honor 
save in his own country,” and. by the 
same token, comparatively few of the 
citizens of Pettis county really and 
fully realize the importance and far­ 
reaching influence of the action by 
the Pettis County Home-Makers’ club 
when it established as a distinct and 
permanent branch of its work the 
position of ‘‘county domestic science 
teacher” and employed Miss Mildred 
Henton in that capacity and her ser­ 
vices, 
under 
th6 
direction of the 
club’s executive board, to be applied 
through the rural schools and farm 
homes. 
Already many inquiries are coming 
to President Mrs. Harry Sneed and 
others of the club’s officers from far 
divergent points, organizations, prom­ 
inent publications and individuals for 
proof that this innovation is a reality, 
how it was accomplished, "how did 
Jon secure the means,” the plans of 
work, etc. 
Several big publications 
have already sent special representa­ 
tives here to interview the club’s of­ 
ficers 
and 
their 
domestic science 
teacher and glean all possible infor­ 
mation, all of which will be published 
to the world in portrayal of "the Ilei­ 
tis county way of doing things.” 
All well informed 
people 
in 
all 
walks of life now concede the need 
and practical utility of special help, 
and instructions for the votaries of 
all industrial and commercial call­ 
ings, including farmers, and that the 
position of farm adviser, that was 
originated by Pettis county, is now a 
universally recognized permanent in­ 
stitution, so much so that the san­ 
ity of the citizens of a county once 
trying it w’ould he questioned were 
they to hint at abandoning such ser­ 
vice. 
The farm home is the base-rock of 
agriculture and the better equipped is 
that home and the better qualified 
are those who preside over it to not 
only do their w’ork well, hut by man­ 
ners and methods as much devoid of 
grinding drudgery as modern infor­ 
mation makes possible, the more suc­ 
cessful will be the operations of that 
farm and the more contented, happj 
and prosperous will be its occupants. 
And the farm women and girls are 
just as much in need of those special 
helps and just as much entitled to 
them as are the men and boys on the 
farm and will profit from and appre­ 
ciate fully as much their realization.

Answer.—The Apostle Paul answers 
the question in Romans 5. In verse 12 
lie says: ‘‘As by one man sin entered 
into the world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon all men, in whom 
(margin) all 
have sinned;” aud in 
verses IS and 19, “As by the offence of 
one, judgment came upon all men to 
condemnation; even so, by the right­ 
eousness of one, the free gift came 
upon all men unto justification of life. 
For as by one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by tho 
obedience of one shall many be made 
righteous.” Adam alone was a perfect 
man. 
His sin was wilful.

Japan’s Pine Islands. 
Matsushima is regarded a« one of 
the sankei, or three most beautiful 
places in Japan. And it well deserves 
tliis reputation; for there are indeed 
few fairer natural scenes on earth. 
It 
reminds the traveler of the Thousand 
isles of Canada and the English lakes 
all in one. 
Here innumerable nine- 
clad islands lift their fronded faces 
through the purple haze over a sea of 
silver-green; and when the sun sets, 
throwing the myriad islands into a 
golden glow, the mind is charmed to 
ecstasy. 
Many visitors to Matsushima make 
the mistake of going by boat from 
Sliiogama, taking but a coast view of 
the islands, and thus get: only a vague 
and unsatisfying impression of the 
beauty. This is to visit fairyland with­ 
out seeing the abode of the fairies. 
It must be remembered that Matsushi­ 
ma bay is more than six miles long 
and five wide, and that to visit all the 
hundreds of islands that adorn the 
surface of the sea in this place would 
take years. Yet one may see the best 
part of Matsushima in tw’o or threo 
Jays if one knows how’.—Japan Maga­ 
zine.

Centuries Retained Keen Sense 


of Its Individuality. 


Japanese history had been the rec­ 
ord of a practically uninterrupted ra­ 
cial life. 
Tho Islands which consti­ 
tute the empire of Japan have not only 
never 
been 
conquered, 
they 
have 
never been invaded, writes Hamilton 
W. Mabie in the Outlook 
The emperor now reigning is tho 
122d of his dynasty; the development 
of the life of the people, whatever 
its limitations and defects, has been 
uninterrupted 
by 
disturbance 
from 
without. It has been deeply influenced 
by Asiatic ideals and conventions; but 
the foreign ideals and manners which 
have found acceptance by the Jap ­ 
anese have made their way by persua­ 
sion, not by arms. 
Japan 
differs 
radically 
f*om 
the 
other countries of the East ia its pos­ 
session of a sensitive national con­ 
sciousness and of a thorough and min­ 
ute social and political organization. 
In this respect it stands in striking 
contrast to other oriental countries. 
So far as the feeling of radical unity 
and the consciousness of sharply de­ 
fined national aims and interests are 
concerned. India and China have been 
mere geographical terms, conveying 
no such group of ideas, convictions, 
and mental habits as the word Italy, 
France and England convey. 
Japan, on the other hand, has as 
keen a sense of its individuality, so as 
to speak, as any western nation; and 
in point of thoroughness of organiza­ 
tion stands beside Germany. 
The im­ 
mense significance of this fact has 
not yet been recognized in the West.

I of four or five for a week, as judi­ 
ciously spent by the St. Louis Provi­ 
dent Relief association. 
Contributions from 3 cents up are 
badly needed by the association to 
meet the unparalleled demands made 
on it for relief. 
Thousands of men 
and women are out of work, and 
cases or destitution number almost 
six to one compared with last year. 
Wednesday 181 families appealed for 
relief. 
A year ago the same date 
there were thirty-itthe. 
The association will need at least 
$100,000 if it is to aid the worthy 
poor of St. Louis this winter, and a 
campaign to raise the fund has been 
in progress more than ten days and 
$32,760 has been subscribed. 
Large or small subscriptions may 
he sent to the Provident Re’ief As­ 
sociation, 2221 Locust street. 
Board members and other citizens 
who have always contributed each 
year to the winter campaign have 
doubled and tripled the sums given in 
other years. 
Four 
men 
have 
in­ 
creased their contributions from $250 
each to $1,000. 
“The closing down of factories, and 
the cutting of forces in shops which 
are open have thrown persons out of 
work and into poverty, who ordinari­ 
ly would never he reduced to appeal­ 
ing for charity. 
Because of the char­ 
acter of these applicants, their refine­ 
ment, culture and education, names 
and circumstances cannot be print­ 
ed,” B. M. Oliver, financial secretary 
of the association, told 
a \ reporter 
yesterday. 
“Only the visitors to these families 
realize the utter destitution, the suf­ 
fering from hunger and cold, the men­ 
tal anguish, the horrors of wretched 
poverty found in many homes. 
“The association has been able to 
care for the families as they come. 
Whether it will be able to do so dur­ 
ing the next few' months is to be de­ 
termined. 
The most liberal support 
from the citizens of St. Louis will be 
necessary to provide fuel and grocer­ 
ies, clothing and care and to continue 
the work until spring.”

New' York, Dec. l l . —That the use 


of alcoholic beverages shortens life 


in this country was reported as a 


statistical fact to the eighth annual 
convenion of the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents here yesterday. 
Figures on the subject were pre­ 
sented by Arthur Hunter, actuary, in 
connection with the finding of a mor-1 
tality investigation into the lives of 
2,000,000 life insurance policy hold­ 
ers, covering a period of twenty-five 
years. 
“Among the men who admitted that 
they had taken alcohol occasionally 
to excess iii the past.” said Hunter, 
“but whose habits were considered 
satisfactory when they were insured. 
there were 289 deaths, while there 
would have been only 190 had this 
group been made up of insured lives 
in general. 
The extra mortality was, 
therefore, over 50 per cent, which was 
equivalent to a reduction in the av­ 
erage life of these men of over four 
years. 
“The committee of the Medico-Ac­ 
tuarial 
Mortality 
Investigation 
did 
not make a report on the mortality 
among total abstainers, but sufficient 
statistics have been published by in­ 
dividual companies 
to 
justify 
the 
statement that persons who have al­ 
ways been total abstainers have a 
mortality during the working years 
of life of about one-half of that among 
those who use alcohol to the extenf 
of at least two glasses of whisky per 
day.” 
On the subject of tuberculosis, Mr. 
Hunter said: 
“Unfortunately, these statistics do 
not show' definitely whether or not a 
predisposition to tuberculosis is he­ 
reditary, but it has beer* indicated 
that there is a predisposition to light 
weight, which is a condition favorable 
to the development of tuberculosis. 
Among young men who were, when 
insured, at least 25 pounds under the 
average weight and who had a par­ 
ent, brother or sister die from tuber­ 
culosis, out of every ten deaths, five 
were due to tuberculosis. 
“There is no doubt that marked 
overweight has a material effect in 
decreasing length of life, especially 
at the middle and older ages. 
For 
example, among men forty pounds 
above the average weight the life­ 
time of those who entered the com­ 
panies at age 45 w'as 
about 
four 
years less than that of men of normal 
weight.”

Many of them have been put into the

sir vice in bringing up munitions and

trenches. 
Those taxicabs still in the city

driven by the older men and amateur

Followed then by 
journeys of a day or more in jolting 
peasants carts and three cr four days’ 
nerve-racking riding on railway trains 
until the base hospitals finally were 
reached. 
These delays caused at least ninety 
per cent of the wounds to become in­ 
fected, making the problems of the 
surgens more difficult. 
Every* effort 
is made in the American hospitals to 
save as many limbs as possible re­ 
gardless of the length of time the pa­ 
tients must be kept. 
To the corre­ 
spondent of the Associated Press were 
pointed out several men who. the sur­ 
geon said, could have been discharged 
days before if amputation had been re­ 
sorted to. 
But bone and skin graft­ 
ing is thought to be more humane, 
even though it takes longer. 
It is no reflection upon the German 
sanitary 
arrangements 
that 
the 
wounded suffer as they do. 
On the 
western front conditions are better. 
The wounded in France and Belgium 
come back rapidly to comfortable beds 
in field and base hospitals and receive 
speedy treatment which heads off in­ 
fection. 
The wounded who are ex­ 
pected today or tomorrow from the 
battlefields just across the 
Russion 
frontier will be in far better shape 
than their predecessors because they 
have been wounded but a few miles 
from good German roads and a few 
tours from clean hospital beds and 
adequate medical care. 
Only a few of the wounded will die. 
Nearly all will recover eventually, al­ 
though recovery can not proceeds, nor 
broken bones knit, until suppuration 
ceases. 
Many of them will 
spend 
Christmas in the hospital. Some can 
write postcards, read the daily war 
bulletins, play checkers or even shuf­ 
fle about the wards and corridors. Al­ 
most all can eat and the dietary pre­ 
scribed for these seriously wounded 
soldiers would make many' an Ameri­ 
can gasp. 
Dinner today .comprised for each 
patient two large slices of meat, sev­ 
eral large spoonsful of cooked sauer­ 
kraut, several potatoes and a spoon­ 
ful of gravy all served in a large bowl 
Each man gets a large loaf of rye 
bread daily which he keeps beside his 
bed to cut from whenever he is so in­ 
clined. Food is served in one form or 
another five times a day. Not all the 
wounded, but most of tiiem, get this 
dietary which was laid down for the 
American surgeons by German 
ex­ 
perts familiar with the needs of the 
German soldier. 
Tho Americans have been most wel­ 
come guests in Gleiwitz and Cosel and 
their presence is appreciated not only 
by the medical and army authorities, 
but by the civilian 
population. 
At 
Gleiwitz the president of the district 
court, 
on 
service with the troops, 
turned over his villa and servants to 
the 
American 
surgeons for a resi­ 
dence. 
The nurses are quartered at 
the hospital. Surgeons and nurses at 
Cosel have been furnished quarters at 
the hotel.
